Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  report 
for  the  year  1914. 

The  Physical  Features  and  General  Characteristics  of  the 
District. — The  district  is  a  small  compact  one  of  some 
2080  acres  (including  inland  water)  situate  on  the  coast  of 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  County  of  Essex.  The  soil  is 
a  heavy  clay  and  there  have  been  again  during  the  past  year 
large  and  serious  subsidences  of  the  cliffs. 

The  Population  and  Social  Conditions. — At  the  time  of  the 
1911  census  the  population  was  2,172  of  whom  1,083  were 
males  and  1089  females.  The  estimated  population  to  the 
middle  of  1914  is  2,224,  an  increase  of  52. 

For  the  most  part  the  males  are  employed  in  the  Foundry  or 
in  boating  and  fishing,  whilst  the  females  are  largely  engaged 
in  apartment  letting  during  the  season.  Since  the  outbreak 
of  the  present  war  over  22  per  cent,  of  the  male  population 
are  serving  with  H.M.  Forces. 

The  housing  accommodation  is  generally  speaking  good 
but  there  is  need  of  more  villa  property. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage.—  PCX  houses  in  the  district  are 
now  connected  with  the  sewer  which  has  been  extended  to 
the  limit  of  the  distret  in  the  direction  of  Kirby-le-Soken. 

The  house  drains  are  ventilated  and  trapped  against  the 
sewer. 
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Removal  of  House  Refuse. — I  have  on  previous  occasions 
expressed  the  opinion  that  this  would  be  better  done  by 
employing  the  Council’s  own  men  and  proper  van  instead  of 
as  at  present  by  contract. 

Although  the  Council  is  unable  to  fail  in  with  my  views 
as  to  employment  of  their  own  men  I  am  glad  that  a  proper 
covered  refuse  wagon  has  been  ordered.  This  at  least  should 
ensure  a  decided  increase  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  streets 
which  up  to  now  have  frequently  been  littered  with  fragments 
of  paper  and  other  house  refuse. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  is  supplied  by  the  Tendring 
Hundred  Waterworks  Co. 

There  were  a  number  of  complaints  during  last  autumn  as 
to  the  appearance  and  taste  of  the  water.  It  was  certainly 
on  occasions  brownish  in  colour  and  brackish  in  caste. 

On  1 2th  October  I  took  samples  of  water  from  the  supplies 
of  two  houses  situated  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  The 
samples  were  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health 
Laboratories  for  analysis  and  report. 

Subjoined  is  the  report  by  Dr.  Thresh  :  — 

Report  on  two  samples  of  Water  from  Walton-on-Naze. 

A.  and  B.  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  October  12th,  1914. 

These  waters  are  practically  identical,  but  the  one  from  A.  had 
a  faint  musty  odour.  Both  contained  traces  of  deposit  from  the  sides 
of  the  water  mains. 

They  are  in  other  respects  waters  of  most  satisfactory  character 
and  if  the  mains  were  flushed,  especially  the  one  near  A.  they  would 
be  of  the  highest  degree  of  purity. 

They  are  quite  wholesome  though  the  deposit  from  the  main 
prevents  one  saying  that  they  are  perfectly  pure.

The  Water  Company  was  requested  to  attend  to  the 
flushing  of  the  mains  and  the  conditions  of  the  water  has 
improved 

Milk  and  other  Foods. — The  milk  supplied  in  the  district 
is  mostl}7  produced  within  the  district  or  neighbourhood.  It 
is  wholesome  and  no  adverse  reports  have  been  made  by  the 
County  Council  Inspectors  to  my  knowledge.  It  has  not 
been  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  seize  any  unsound 
food. 
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Births.  —  The  births  registered  during  the  year  number  35 
giving  a  birth-rate  of  1  5.7  per  1 ,000  population.  The  question 
of  the  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  been  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Council  on  more  than  one  occasion.  The  Coun¬ 
cil  is  of  the  opinion,  and  I  agree,  that  its  adoption  is  unnecessary. 

There  is  a  District  Nursing  Association,  affiliated  to  the 
County  Cottage  Nursing  Association,  which  employs  a  trained 
district  nurse  who  attends  at  nearly  all  confinements  in  the 
district,  and  instructs  the  mothers  in  matters  of  feeding  and  the 
care  of  infants. 

Deaths. — The  nett  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of 
age  belonging  to  the  district  was  only  one  which  gives  a  rate 
of  28.5  per  r  000  births.  The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all 
ages  registered  in  the  district  was  26,  of  these  six  were  non¬ 
residents,  giving  a  total  of  20  residents.  To  these  must  be 
added  five  deaths  of  residents  not  registered  in  the  district, 
thus  we  get  a  total  at  all  ages  of  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the 
district  of  25  with  a  rate  of  11.2  per  1000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

Excluding  the  one  death  under  one  year  of  age  the  total 
ages  of  these  24  persons  amounted  to  1,704  years.  This 
gives  an  average  age  at  death  of  71  years.  The  youngest 
was  25  years  and  the  oldest  (2)  89. 

Notifiable  Diseases. — During  the  year  five  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  notified.  In  one  case  the  disease  was  contracted 
before  the  patient  came  into  the  district.  Of  the  other  four 
three  cases  were  contacts  with  the  remaining  case.  One  case 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  and  five  of  other 
forms  of  tuberculosis,  all  being  of  glands  in  children. 

On  October  10th  measles  and  chicken  pox  were  made 
notifiable  for  a  period  of  six  months,  at  the  end  of  this  time 
it  is  probable  that  the  period  will  be  extended. 

An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  between  the  Council 
and  the  Colchester  Borough  Council  whereby  cases  of  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  and  small  pox  may  be  admitted 
to  Colchester  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

Appended  are  tables  of  vital  statistics,  etc.,  a  summary  of 
work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  a  table  prepared  by 
the  deputy  Meteorological  Observer.
